In  the  course  of  an  Illustrated  article  describing  a  set  of  these  blocks,  acquired 
about  a  year  ago  by  the  Lincoln  Memorial  University,  the  Lincoln  Herald,'  Oct.  1945, 
said^  "As  there  are  no  directions  as  to  the  building  of  the  "Parlor  Monuments"  it 
is  not  known  how  many  combinations  can  be  set  up.    Two  monuments  have  been  con- 
structed as  are  shown  on  these  pages."    These  rather  rickety,  though  valiant,  recon 
structions  scarcely  resemble  any  of  those  on  the  original  guide-sheet. 
As  to  the  rarity  of  the  Item  the  same  article  .asserts  5  "This  game  is  probably  the 
only  one  of  its  kind  in  existence  and  It  serves  as  an  Interesting  museum  piece  for 
the  L.M.U.  collection".
